A*Bwer. Jan* Ad dam* is still the 
active head of 
Hull House. Hull 
Home TT»» first opened in September, 
1889, with two resident workers. For 
the current year there .is a force of 
64 resident workers. These residents 
pay their own expenses, of board anil 
lodging and are 
pledged to ctny at 
least two yiara. They are engaged '.n 
8«lf-»u9taining occupations 
and give 


only their leisure time to the Ho.iae. 
Only a few salaries,, for persons with 
special technical training, 
are paid 
workers at Hull House. 
During the 
winter months an average of 9,000 
people a week come to Hull House, 
which is strictly speaking no lontrer 
a "House" sincet the group of build- 
ings built around: the original home 
of Charles J. Hull (while. the. work 
first ttartcd) now corer half a city 
block: Hull House offers classes for 
adults, children, and 
foreigners in 
such subjects as the 
English 
lan- 
guage, mathematics, history, literature, 
typewriting, domestic science, drawing, 
painting, music, arts and crafts, and 
citizenship. It serves 
as the social 
and civic center for a very congested 
area .of Chicago where the prcjotn- 
inating races are Italian, Greek, Jew- 
ish and Russian, with smaller num- 
bers'of Armenians, Bulgarians, Letts, 
Portuguese, Lithuanians and Mexicans. 
Hull House seeks to bring education, 
and inspiration to these people, and 
thus train them 
in 
the 
ideals of 
American citizenship. Members of all 
the above nationalities 
nave formed 
clubs which bold regular meetings at 
Hull House. These clubs 
range all 
the way from the Greek Athletic club 
where physical prowess is emphasized 
to the Gloom Dodgers' club, which is 
much more serious than its Mime .in- 
dicates, since it is composed of young 
Russian girls who are fitting them- 
selves for typists. Hull 
House also 
provides regular 
instruction in art 


and music to talented pupils; it pro- 
vides a gymnasium 
for

such vocations as cobbling and print- 
ing; it provides library facilities for 
the neighborhood; and it maintains a 
cafeteria where 
simple

My Dear Mr. Fuller,

of Madison signed by yourself! 
has been called to my attention . 
in which you express suspicion 
of the possibility of pro-British 
propaganda under the coak of 
the Emergency Foreign Policy 
Conference of American Pro- 
ducers. Your suspicions on the 
European problem are appar- 
ently aroused by the circulation 
of a statement of the European 
problem drawn up by the Union 
of Democratic Control of Great 
Britain. 


I am glad to have an op- 


portunity to (rive you the facts 
on this matter. 
Some . six 


months ago my attention hap- 
pened to be called to the state- 
ment in question, published in 
Foreign Affairs by E. D. Morel, 
which I had picked up on the 
table of the City club of Chica- 
cago. I was so impressed with 
the forcefulness of the state- 
ment and by the fact that the 
authors including several of tha.

HE sickening disclosures of cor- 
ruption in the government at 
Washington are symptoms of a 


deep-seated disease for which the Amer- 
ican people are demanding a remedy. 


A diagnosisls now being performed at 


Washington. 
Reactionary newspapers 


and public officials are using every 
means to discredit the inquiry, in an ef- 
fort to hamper honest investigators who 
would probe deep into £he causes of dis- 
ease and root them out. 


There are others who, while admit- 


ting the necessity of remedy, prescribe 
"quack" cures which will be worse than 
futile. 
Republican politicians ask that 


"honest" republicans be entrusted with 
office. 
Democratic politicians declare 


that if the people will "turn the rascals 
out" and elect a democratic administra- 
tion, all will be well. But the American 
people know that this is no mere issue be- 
tween honest men and thieves. 
The 


malady from which their government is 
suffering is not merely the old evil of 
grafters in high office. 


The present scandal is but one mani- 


festation of the corruption which in- 
evitably attends monopoly control of 
government and the economic life of a 
nation. 


Wise statesmen who sat in congress 


more than thirty years ago recognized 
ir monopoly the chief menace to the 
well-being of this country. In 1890 con- 
gress enacted the Sherman anti-trust 
law in order to destroy the monopolies 
which were then arising in industry and 
paralyzing the system of competition 
which had made America free, and great, 
and prosperous. 


From that clay to this, the Shei'man 


anti-trust law has never been honestly 
enforced by a single administration, 
cither democratic or republican. 


One after another of the necessities 


of life have fallen under the control of 
industrial ovei'-Iords. 
The cost of liv- 


ing has steadily advanced and the real 
wages and incomes of the people have 
steadily declined. 
The people have in- 


srstcnlly demanded relief and repeated- 
ly been betrayed. 


Roosevelt sensed the- temper of the 


people and capitalized the public enmity 
to monopoly, but under the seven years 
of his administration the trusts multi- 
plied and flourished. 


Taft met the rising tide of popular 


discontent with a promise to wipe out 
the tariff privileges of monopoly and 
then signed the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law, 
dictated by the trusts. 


In 1912, it is not too much to say that 


75 percent of the Amerjcan people re- 
garded the destruction of monopoly as 
the paramount issue, and so expressed 
themselves at the polls. 


No one who reads the "New Freedom" 


can deny that Woodrow Wilson took of- 
fice under a specific pledge, and under a 
specific mandate from the people, to re- 
move the withering grip of monopoly 
from the lives of the people and from 
their government. 


No one familiar with the history of 


the past decade can deny that when 
Woodrow Wilson left office in 1921 mo- 
nopoly was more powerful, more arro- 
gant, and vastly more burdensome to the 
people than when he was inaugurated. 


It must be conceded that the growth 


of monopoly gained tremendous impetus 
through our entrance into the world war.

tion to the fact that monopoly was es- 
caping war taxes, sabotaging govern- 
ment operation of the railroads, and ex- 
erting increasing control over the gov- 
ernment were accused of "giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy." 


Monopoly was thus submerged as afi 


issue during the war period. The minds 
of the people were directed toward the 
complex and remote problems of Europe. 
In 1920, it controlled both republican 
and democratic conventions. 
Warren 


Harding was swept into the presidency 
at the end of a campaign in which the 
real 
issue of American politics was 


scarcely mentioned. It was in this time 
of reaction and public apathy that mono- 
poly determined to enthrone itself as the 
absolute master of American life. 


The monopolists did not find it neces- 


sary to build their structure from the 
foundations under the new administra- 
tion. 
Attorney General Palmer had 


made a dead-letter of the anti-trust laws. 
The Esch-Cummins railroad law of 1920 
had placed the transportation 
system 


back in the hand of the banking combine, 
wiped out state regulation of railroad 
rates, insured a fabulous return on a 
padded investment, and eliminated the 
last vestiges of competition from trans- 
portation. 
The genera] oil leasing act 


of February 25, 1920, had opened up the 
vast oil and mineral reserves of public 
domain to monopoly exploitation. Final- 
ly, the supreme court had thrown the 
mantle of its blessing over the steel 
trust and other illegal combinations. 


When President Harding was inaugu- 


rated, it was only necessai-y for monop- 
oly to entrench itself in the ground al- 
ready won, and to put into full force the 
plans already devised for looting the 
people. 


A catalogue of all the schemes and 


conspiracies of monopoly that have been 
formulated and consummated during the 
last five years would fill a volume. They 
are reflected in the extortionate prices 
the American people are paying today 
for everything they eat, wear and use, 
and in the enormous profits monopoly 
has won in steel, coal, oil, lumber, 
clothing'and other basic necessities. 


During the latter years of its ascend- 


ancy, monopoly has beer, intent upon ob- 
taining . and exploiting the remaining 
natural resources of the public domain. 
This was partially accomplished in 1920. 
In 1922, the oil monopoly boldly laid 
hands upon the naval oil reserves and 
added the lot to hundreds of thousands 
o'? acres of oil bearing lands gained 
through fraudulent entries under the oil 
leasing act of the Wilson administration. 


With the consent of Attorney General 


Daughert-y, Armour' and . Morris were 
permitted to effect a.ra'er^ei: in open de- 
fiance of the "anti-truat laifrs, and for five 
years, under both Palmer and Daugherty, 
the court decree commanding the Meat 


Trust to part with its stockyards inter- 
ests has remained unenforced. 


A merger of the few remaining large 


independent steel companies was sanc- 
tioned by Attorney General Daugherty 
under 
circumstances 
that 
inevitably 


aroused suspicion. 


The shipping trust was not only per- 


mitted to drain the federal treasury un- 
der outrageous operation contracts, but 
with the active backing of the president 
and the shipping board, came within a 
few votes of obtaining from congress a 
huge subsidy, in the form of a bonus for 
taking over the nation's merchant fleet 
at bargain prices. 


When monopoly dictates legislation 


and controls executive departments of 
the government, we must expect corrup- 
tion. The revelations of what has been 
going on in the department of justica 
arid the department of the interior, of 
the favoritism displayed by the treasury 
department to the Standard Oil trust and 
other predatory combinations, of the 
sale of influence by men who have sat in 
the cabinets. of both republican and 
democratic administrations—those are 
but sign-posts along the road in which 
monopoly is leading us. 


We must deal with this menace before 


it is too late. 
More surface remedies 


will not suffice. 
The time has gone by 


when we can temporize with the disease 
which is sapping the economic life of 
this nation and undermining its govern- 
ment. 


Transportation must cease to be the 


play-thing of the banking combine and 
a weapon in the hands of monopoly for 
clubbing down competition. 
The rail- 


roads of this country; built through the 
gifts and loans of the nation, must be 
dedicated to the service of the people, on 
fair terms and-at reasonable rates which 
will equal the actual cost of such service. 


Credit must be freed from the influ- 


erclfs which in the past have used the 
federal reserve board to "deflate" agri- 
culture and to finance the raids of mo- 
nopoly upon the public. 


The natural resources of the country, 


the coal, the oil, the ore, the timber, 
rrust be protected and preserved through 
a thorough revision- of the leasing acts 
and suits should be1 instituted not only 
.to recover the naval oil reserves but 1o 
restore to the people other lands obtain- 
ed by monopoly through fraud. 


Such a prograhi cannot be undertaken 


without the support of the American 
people. It cannot succeed until the peo- 
ple assert their right to control their 
own government. "Whenever the people 
are well-informed, and things get so far 
wrong as to attract their notice," said 
Jefferson, "they: may be relied upb^to 
set theitn to^hls." ilips^h^^ first d|ity 
of the; progressives 'io gfte ''thtfe- people 
the facts they require and to center 
their attention again upon the real icgue.
